Snice the industrial changes which 
lave so enormously increased the pro- 
ductive power of mankind they are no 
longer sufficient.

not merely In the aggregate of wealth,

vidual and especially of very large 
corporate fortunes." The creation of 
these great corporate fortunes has not 
been due to the tariff nor to any other 
governmental action, but to natural 
causes in the business world, operat- 
ing In other countries as they operate 
in our own. Corporations engaged in 
interstate commerce should be regu- 
lated if they are found to exercise a 
/license working to the public injury. 
3t should be as much the aim of those 
"Who seek for social betterment to 
Tid the business world of crimes of 
cunning as to rid the entire body poli- 
tic of crimes or violence. 


The first essential in determining 


tow to deal with the great industrial 
•combinations is knowledge of the facts 
—publicity- In the interest oE the pub- 
lic the government should have the 
Tight to inspect and examine the work- 
Ings of the great corporations engaged 
In interstate business. Publicity is the 
only sure remedy which we can now 
Invoke.

McGinley, who died in York county in 
1755, leaving an only son John. No re- 
lationship is known to have existed 
between the families, although remote- 
ly it might have been the case.

The useful little animals known by 


the name of Shetland ponies must be 
as well liked in America as on the 
other side of the sea, for a writer re- 
peats an assertion that has been made 
to the effect that there are more Shet- 
land ponies in America than in the 
Shetland Islands. The American po- 
nies are all thoroughbreds, bred in this 
country from the pure Shetland stock. 


The ponies are not found in all the 


Shetland Islands. The largest. Main- 
land, together with Bressay, Tetlar, 
Yell, TTnst and Fair Isle are the homes 
of these sturdy, diminutive horses. 
The origin of the ponies is not known, 
but there is a tradition that some of 
their finer points have been inherited 
from the Spanish horses which v/ere in 
the admiral's stud when the Spanish 
Armada sailed around in those waters. 


The size of these little animals is un- 


doubtedly to be attributed in some 
measure to the hardness of their lives 
on the islands, as their good temper is 
to the fact that they are brought up 
with the children and dogs of the poor 
Shetland islanders. The islands have 
a barren soil, and a high, rocky coast, 
and the strong winds are chilly and 
penetrating. The ponies are turned out 
to shift for themselves in winter. They 
live on the heather, but are sometimes 
reduced to seaweed, and it is said have 
been known to eat dead fish. Only the 
best of the ponies survive, and they 
have become the hardy race we so 
much admire. 


They are put to work as soon as they 


are large enough, and carry a load of 
peat equal to half their own weight. 
The load is in big cassies, or baskets, 
strapped on either side of strong pack- 
saddles. There are not many of the 
ponies; it is said not mere than 12 or 
1500 on all tb,3 islands. Within the last 
few years the imall stall:ons have been 
tised to some extent in the low coal 
veins in the mines of England and 
Scotland, where no other animal can 
do the work.

The TT»y a Clam 


Every boy who spends his summer* 


in the country knows something about 
fresh water clams. He has found them 
abundant in every stream and pond In 
his vicinity, and he has seen collec- 
tions of the shells on the banks or near 
by. where muskrats have gathered for 
a social feast at midnight 
As hje 


grows older he will ponder deeply up- 
cn the 
unselfishness 
which could 


prompt and the self-control which 
could enable the unpretentious musk- 
rat to make provision for the banquet 
and to share it with his friends. 
Ha 


has probably noticed, too, that where 
a clam has perished in the water the 
two shells commonly remain together., 
like the empty covers of an old book, 
while at the remains of a muskrat's 
supper they are always cut apart, un- 
less the muskrats were frightened 
away before the meal was completed. 
These muskrat epicures learned long 
ago how to open a clam by cutting 
the ligature along the back and the 
muscle that holds the shell tightly to- 
gether when the clam shuts itself up. 


Every such boy has seen, too, a long 


line, or little furrow in the sand, un- 
der water, sometimes nearly straight, 
sometimes in graceful curves, and has 
often found, at one end, the clam tha; 
made it, upright on edge, half burled 
m the sand, but perfectly still and 
tightly close.1. 
It was walking to 


the sand until the boy came splashing 
a'ong: then it shut up, and craftily 
looked like a clam. If it is left alone 
and everytning is quiet for a long time 
it will begin to move again—very 
slowly, of course, but it can move, and 
the way it moves is one way of walk- 
ing. 


The two shells of a mussel, or fresh 


water clam, are alike—that is. the 
creature is "symmetrical." at least ex- 
ternally. 
A narrow 
line of tough, 


fleshy substance, called the ligature, 
r-olds tne shells together 
along the 


back, much as the leather binding of a 
book holds together the two covers. 
The clam can open and close his shells 
as he pleases, and when all is quiet 
around him he changes from his unso- 
cial, clamlike attitude 
toward 
the 


world, and begins to relax and expand 
a little. First, after opening his shell 
he puts out two fringelike pieces be- 
hind, and begins to take good, long, 
full breaths again. For each fringe has 
a tube, or ''orifice." in it. and through 
tte lower tube the clam draws in a 
current of water.which he drives out 
through the upper tube. So these tubes 
have been na;iied the incurrent orifice 
and the excurrent orifice. 
They are

Water contains air. and 


the clam breathes this air. as fishes 
do, and some snails and other creat- 
ures that live in the water. The wa- 
ter flowing in also 
brings 
with it 


many tin}- objects suitable for food, 
which are carried along to the clam's 
stomach, and thus the clam is able 
both to breathe and to feed by means 
of a current of water. 


One might suppose that a creature 


whose food came to it already pre- 
pared would have no need to roam 
about. 
It is a fact that the oyster 


settles down while still young 
antl 


never stirs from home again; but the 
clara finds it worth his while to move 
about, even though his steps are slow 
and his journeys short. The clam's 
natural position is on edge, about half 
buried in the sand with the hinge of 
its shell uppermost, with its fringes 
protruding sliglitl:*- behind, and with 
the two shells parted a little beneath. 
Betv.-een these the clam puts out its 
f-iot. and works it into the sand below. 
This foot is soft and seemingly shape- 
less, but capable cf 
expansion and 


contraction to a remarkable degree, 
and very strong. It is stronger, rela- 
tively, than the propeller of a steam- 
ship, for while the propeller drives 
the vessel through water, this soft. 
si;apeie£s irass. called a foot, is able 
to push the clam's body through the 
compact sand at the bottom of the 
stream or pond. 


If some of these fresh water clans, 


or mussels, are taken home and placed 
in 3. pan filled with sand and water, 
they will, after a while, work them- 
selves upright, put -out their fringes 
behind and the-r foot below, and be- 
gin to move very slowly along.

POLAR BEAR HUNTERS. 


Tb«y Go G»*iMC for Walru» with l«y 


Weapon*. 


In his native home the polar bear 


dees not often meet with, small boys 
anxious to treat him to buns and oth- 
er dainties. The consequence is that 
Bruin has to devise many curious 
ways of securing his food, and none 
are more strange and interesting than 
that'related by two trustworthy trav- 
elers in Finland, that country of 
strange sights. 


They have known the polar bear 


to take a stone or a huge lump of 
ice in his forepaws and from a favor- 
able height, as a cliff or a precipitous 
ice hill, to hurl the missile down upon 
the head of the walrus, an enormous 
brute, often t\vice the size of the bear, 
and so stun him that Bruin could rush 
in and complete the destruction at his 
leisure, thus securing a month's ra- 
tions. 


The most useful food of the ice 


bear, the Germans very appropriately 
call this beast, is the common seal 
of the arctic regions. The latter is 
the wariest animal of the north, and 
both Eskimo and polar bear need 
their best strategy to catch it. 


In the summer time, when the snow 


is off the ice of the ocean shore and 
islets, the seals can be plainly seen 
as black dots on the ice, probably 
asleep, but always near their holes, 
which lead down through the thick ice 
to the water below, and into which 
they can throw themselves by the 
least movement. 
Bruin, seeing one 


afar, walks up as near as he deems 
safe and then begins crawling on his 
wary prey. 


The seal, if the weather be sunny 


and pleasant, takes short naps, re- 
lieved by shorter moments when it ia 
scanning the vicinity for signs of an 
enemy's approach. During these times 
the bear is very quiet and as still 
as death itself, with eyes apparently 
closed. though really a corner of each 
is kept open, and in this way he 
hopes the seal will take him for a 
heap of snow, an appearance which 
his coat readily helps him to as- 
eume. 


During the naps he creeps forward 


urith greater or less rapidity, accord- 
ing to his nearness to the seal and 
consequent fear of being heard or 
seen. When but 10 or 12 yards away, 
and the seal is in the depths of a 
good nap, the bear rushes upon him 
and with a single blow of his power- 
ful paw knocks the 
smaller 
brute 


senseless and so far away from the 
hole that he cannot escape by that 
way, even if the blow received is not 
immediately fatal. 


In winter time the ice is covered 


with snow, and this is hollowed out 
by the seal into a snowhouse. covering 
the hole in the ice anJ connecting at 
the top of the dome with an aperture 
about the size of a shilling, called the 
blow hole, for it is through this that 
the seal breathes when he is in want 
of fresh air. 


Here the bear watches for many a 


long hour, if necessary, and when the 
snorts of the seal are heard he crush- 
es in the fragile dome of the snow- 
house with his paw. impaling the seal 
on his curved claws and proceeds to 
practically 
demonstrate 
how polar 


bears can subsist in an arctic winter.

SPAIN'S IRON 
ORE. 


She Sells Millions of Tone to Other 


Lands but Has to Buy Steel. 


The leading industrial journal of 


Spain, commenting on the fact that a 
steamship had taken a load of iron ore 
to the United States and had just re- 
turned with a cargo of steel rails, de- 
plores the almost entire lack of steel 
works in Spain and the consequent 
necessity of importing steel into a 
country that is very rich in iron «re Df 
the best steel making quality. 
Spain 


has been the classic land of the min- 
ing industry since the time of the 
Phoenicians, and yet the main use 
the country makes of its rich supply 
of metals is to sell them to other coun- 
tries. The splendid iron ore among 
the mountains of the north coast :s 
hematite of the best steel grade. There 
is plenty of coal with which to reduce 
the iron ore. the coal output in some 
years being worth as mucn as ?30. 
000,000; but though Spain has ever\ 
lacihty for making all the iron and 
ste^l the people need most of the com- 
modities are imported. 
la recent 


years, to be sure, considerable indus- 
trial activity has developed in the 
Basque province among the mountains 
where the iron ore is dug out of the 
crust of the earth; and also in Cata- 
Icnia. in the extreme northeast of the 
kingdom, mainly at the city of Barce- 
lona and around it. The chief indus- 
try is the manuiacture of iron and ma- 
chinery, but not nearly enough are 
made to supply the demands of the 
country. 
So Spain continues to shin 


fiom Bay of Biscay ports thousands 
o*" tons of her fine iron ore to Great 
Britain. Germany, France and Bel- 
gium, where it is used for steel mak- 
ing. 
Great Britain buys more than 


one-half of the ore, and most of it is 
smelted in South Wales, the chief 
seat of the Bessemer steel industry. 
There is only one other country that 
is a great producer of iron ore, and 
yet depends upon other lands to turn 
this raw material into pig iron anil 
steel. That country is Sweden, which, 
however, has a good excuse for sen- 
ing its iron ore instead of making iron 
and steel of it. Sweden has practic- 
ally no coal and therefore it is at a 
great disadvantage, for it is without 
fuel to smelt its ores, while Spain has 
both ore and fuel in abundance.

The ebony s--epters of the Fharoahs 


or those of nearer times of holly or 
apple wood, of which the kings of the 
first 
French 
dynasties, 
and even 


Charlemagne himself, were proud, are 
things of the past, says the Jewelers' 
Circular Weekly. In these times gold, 
the most precious stones and the skill 
of the chasers make of the scepters 
veritable worlds of art. 


The one of the Emperor William Is 


the old scepter of Prussia, a heavy or- 
namented staff of gold surmounted 
with a globe upon which rests the 
Prussian two headed eagle. The eagle. 
whose outspread wings are adorned 
in precious stones, holds in the right 
talon the trident of Neptune and in the 
left a battle sword, symbols of empire 
on land and sea. 


The one of the Hapsbi;rgs. the an- 


cient scepter oi" the Ho;y Empire, re- 
sembles the ivory scepter of the Ro- 
mans, but it is of polished gold, with 
chased handle. 
It is surmounted 


with a large globe, bearing the Haps- 
burg arms and crowned wit hthe out- 
spread eagle and cross. Otho II. bears 
the globe and Otho IV. adds the cross. 


The Czar Nicholas II, has at Moscow 


the simplest and most elegant of scep- 
ters, a long staff of chased gold, sur- 
mounted with a globe and the two

Dr Hauer was united iu marriage to 


Miss Henrietta Warner, of Baltimore, 
September 2, 1828. His wife died Janu- 
ary 14,1893. Of seven children born to 
the couple, only three survive—one sou, 
Harry M. Hauer, of Baltimore, aad two 
daughters, Mrs. George P Everhart, of 
Glyndon, Md., and Miss M. W. Hauer at 
home. 


Dr. Hauer was probably the oldest Lu- 


theran clergyman in this country, if not 
in the world. In 1825, whea he was 
nineteen years old, he was ordained to 
the ministry, and occupied the pulpit for 
69 years, although he did not entirely 
cease preaching until three or four years 
ago. 


In 1964 Dr. Hauer moved from Mary- 


land to Abbottstown and from that time 
until 1872 served the congregations at 
that place, New Oxford, East Berlin and 
at Lischey's Church. In 1872 the charge 
was divided aud he moved to Hanover 
where he has since resided. 


The funeral took place Monday after- 


noon and was largely attended, many 
ministers from far and near were pres- 
ent.

How to-Salt Butter. 


A subscriber asks the proper way to 


salt butter. Ke uses Sne dairy salt, but 
ia cold Y.-eather the salt does not dis- 
solve in the butter. He has also tried 
brine salting, but the butter did not 
take up enough salt The proper way 
is to have both salt and butter warm 
<inough. That is the secret. If the but- 
ter is churned into hard pellets, either 
large or smalt, the surface is glazed, 
the moisture is locked inside, and if 
the salt is also cold it is gritty and its 
solubility seriously diminished. 


Butter in granular form like wheat 


grains is in the best form for salting. 
Do not add ice water to wash it. but 
"water tempered to 60 degrees, or high- 
er if necessary to make the outter plas- 
tic and waxy to tne touch. Then salt 
with -warm salt and it will dissolve. Do 
not work the butter before salting it. If 
the butter is salted on the worker, sim- 
ply roll it down level before salting. 
Using brine instead of dry salt is no 
real advantage. Cold butter will not 
take up cola brine. Simply abolish cold 
-weather with artificial heat.—E. C. 
Bennett, in American Agriculturist. 


Tall Care of Honey. 


A crop of fine honey may be ruined 


or greatly lessened in value by lack of 
knowledge or care in harvesting, stor- 
ing and crating. I go through my api- 
ary each week and note the progress 
being made in the supers. All complet- 
ed supers are removed from the hives 
at the time, freed of bees, and taken to 
the honey room. Before removing any 
honey, number every hive, unless it has 
already been done, and the supers to 
correspond, so that a complete mem- 
orandum may be taken as each super is 
emptied and inspected to ascertain the 
quality of workmanship displayed by 
each colony. - This matter of keeping a 
careful record of the performance of 
each colony is the foundation of build- 
ing up an apiar%- that is to bring in the 
best returns. 


After the honey is taken from the 


hive a. great many people permit it to 
spoil because they do not know how to 
care for it. Honey properly kept will 
improve with age. but if kept in a 
damp place it will absorb moisture, be- 
come thin and watery, and soon lose its 
rich flavor. Of most importance to the 
honey producer is the handling and 
packing of the product. No matter how 
fine the honey may be before taking it 
from the hive, if it is handled roughly 
and is packed up in a careless, slovenly 
manner, it will never bring the top 
price. To handle and crate comb honey 
properly requires much care. The deli- 
cale combs are very easily cut or 
bruised, and a little carelessness will 
. result in broken combs and dripping 
honey.—L. E. Kerr, in tue Epitomist.

While some of the experiment sta- 


tions have reported tbat in testing dif- 
ferent amounts of fertilizer per acre for 
potatoes they have found the profitable 
limit to be about 1500 pounds, there is 
a farmer on Long Island who claims 
that it is profitable for him to use 3000 
pounds per acre. He claims that he 
was forced to it by the difficulty of get- 
ting enough of stable manure and the 
high price of it 
He found it would 


cost about the same for the 3000 pounds 
cf fertilizer as for the manure he usu- 
ally bought, and he decided to try one 
acre. Now he uses about 25 tons a year 
beside all the manure made on the 
farm. He uses It on the potatoes, and 
then .follows 
them 
with 
wheat 


one 
year, 
grass 
two 
years, 


corn 
one 
year. 
These 
all 


ivithout fertilizer excepting that put 
OR the potatoes. After five years' ro- 
tation the land is ready for potatoes 
again. F.ach year about four acres of 


heavy, phlegmatic animals, who seem 
not to be possessed by any nerves at j 
all. These animals take their food and 
rest on it, and the process of digestion j 
and assimilation go on -without inter- 
ruption. There is nothing so injurious 
to cattle as any excitement or fright 
wnich will interrupt digestion. 


This concerns the dairyman and cat- 


tle raiser in two ways. He should first 
consider the temperament of -Jie ani- 
mal very carefully. The temperament 
decides more than anything else the 
characteristics of the animal. The high- 
strung racehorse or trotter could no 
more be fattened than the high-strung, 
nervous dairy cows, -whoste tempera- 
ments have long been characteristic- of 
them. They may be good milkers, but 
even to do this they iui:st be carefully 
handled and not frightened or excited, 
but never good beef-producers. 
The 


form of the beef cattle is quite -well 
known, but it is even possible to secure | 
an animal that has the beef form and 
yet possesses too many nerves to be 
thoroughly profitable fcr beef. 
The 


cattle-raiser should inquire into the 
temperament of the animal, for in spite 
of everything else this Tvi-l concern his 
welfare fully as iniich as the question 
of breed. 


The second point -which must be con- 


sidered is the matter of handling the 
animals. There is nothing in the world 
so difficult as to handle properly a 
highly-strung, nsrvcas cow. and 
yet 


upon the success of this must largely 
depend the ultimate question of profit 
or loss. We cannot anord to worry or 
frighten cattle, especially dairy cattle, 
but then we cannot afr-ord to mix ex- 
citable animals with the ordinary herd 
in the pasture. It is absolutely essen- 
tial that the herd should be weeded of 
all such animals. They must be kept 
separate, where little or no trouble will 
be experienced in handling them. We 
may be reaching a higher milk-produc- ! 
ing standard in rearing nervous, high- ! 
ly strung animals, but we are also add- ' 
ing to our burdens. It requires higher 
scientific methods of breeding and feed- 
ing to make such animals at all profit- 
able.—B. P. Sinith, in American Culti- 
vator.
